DETAILED ACTION 
The request for the extension of time and filing under 1.114 dated 8-21-02 are 
acknowledged. 

Claims included in the prosecution are 1-15 and 58-78. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

1. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 58-59 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

The term, 'cancer' in claims 58 and 59 lacks an antecedent basis in claim 14. 
The originally presented claim 15 contains this term and the examiner suggests making the 
claims 58-59 dependent on claim 15 instead of claim 14. 

3. The added claims have not been underlined as required by 37 CFR 1.173(b) and must be 
resubmitted.
